KURT'S  KOLUMN 


THE  STATE  OF  THE  STATE 


In  this,  my  first  message  to  you  as  N.O.W.  President,  I 
would  like  to  kick  around  a few  thoughts  regarding  the  status 
of  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin. 

Under  Cliff  Mishler,  the  past  two  years  have  been  rather 
fruitful  for  N.O.W.  We  have  gained  identity  by  virtue  of  a 
number  of  interesting  programs  and  projects.  Among  them,  the 
annual  N.O.W.  Scholarship  to  the  A.N.A.  Summer  Seminar,  the 
formal  fostering  of  a valid  youth  organization,  the  W.Y.N. 
Scholarship,  an  active  Speakers  Bureau,  Life  Memberships, 
an  enlarged  convention  and  more. 

In  the  wind,  are  additional  programs  tailored  to  create 
more  intensified  interest  and  individual  participation  around 
Wisconsin.  1977  will  see  the  first  annual  N.O.W.  Literary 
Award,  the  first  club  publications  competition,  rewritten 
exhibit  guidelines,  greater  emphasis  on  the  traveling  Speakers 
Bureau  and  an  enlarged  quarterly  journal. 

Our  growth,  however,  has  not  met  with  100%  approval  of 
the  membership.  And,  I would  point  out  that  the  opposition 
has  not  been  without  basis. 

The  necessity  of  raising  our  dues  effective  January  1, 
1977,  for  example  has  brought  about  a fair  amount  of  objection. 
With  increased  postal  rates  and  production  costs,  we  were  at 
the  point  of  not  even  covering  the  cost  of  an  annual  N.O.W. 

News  subscription  under  the  old  dues  structure.  Simple 
business  sense  dictated  the  increase.  Sure,  we  will  lose 
a disturbingly  large  percentage  of  our  members,  but  our 
answer  to  this  is  to  get  out  there  and  recruit  new  members! 

The  question  of  our  enlarged  bourse  has  been  the  subject 
of  many  a fracas.  Again,  the  opposition  has  a valid  point. 
Beside  the  obvious  economic  advantage,  is  the  fact  that  the 
overwhelmingly  large  percentage  of  our  dealers  favor  the 
large  bourse  atmosphere  by  virtue  of  the  dealer  to  dealer 
transactions  which  result  from  a sixty  table  bourse. 

One  fact  that  seems  to  have  eluded  many  folks  is  that 
Wisconsin  has  hosted  three  R.C.D.A.  National  Conventions. 

This  has  taken  away  from  the  annual  N.O.W.  Convention. 

The  current  economic  situation  must  also  be  considered. 

Factionalization  has  resulted,  a situation  which  is  not 
good  for  our  organization.  I would  challenge  the  membership 
to  put  aside  heated  argument  and  get  back  down  to  the  business 
of  total  co-operation  in  expanding  our  group. 

We  are  on  solid  ground,  a luxury  which  we  have  not  always 
enjoyed.  We  want,  need  and  appeal  to  you,  the  individual 
member  to  help  us  continue  to  build  N.O.W.  into  the^rojid, 
agressive  organization  which  it  has  become.  Any^mi 
on  your  part  would  be  cheating!

N.O.W.  DUES  TO  INCREASE 


Effective  January  1st,  1977,  regular  membership  dues  for 
the  Numismatists  Of  Wisconsin  will  be  raised  to  $4.00  per  year 
payable  on  an  annual  basis.  W.Y.N.  membership  will  be  increased 
to  $2.00  per  year,  and  the  rate  for  life  membership  will  be  $80.00 
payable  in  a single  installment. 

Due  consideration  to  a raise  of  dues  was  given  by  the 
N.O.W.  Board  of  Governors.  It  was  cited  that  production  of  the 
quarterly  newsletter  talone  more  than  consumed  the  old  dues  rate 
which  has  been  in  use  for  well  over  a decade.  The  final  rates, 
as  outlined  above,  met  with  the  complete  approval  of  the 
executive  board  and  was  presented  at  the  general  meeting  for 
membership  at  the  N.O.W.  show  in  Madison.  Inflation  has  finally 
taken  its  toll  on  our  state  organization. 

If  you  act  now . a life  membership  can  still  be  obtained  at 
the  old  price  of  $40 . 00 . This  will  hold  true  through  December 
31,  1976. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Executive  Board  that  the  membership 
does  not  act  too  critically  on  this  increase.  It  is  expected 
that  a certain  percentage  of  the  membership  will  drop  out  of 
our  organization , but  it  is  hoped  that  this  percentage  is 
minimal.  Any  member  who  has  attended  the  State  Show  and  was  a 
part  of  the  membership  meeting  or  an  auction  that  took  place  at 
this  years  show,  knows  that  the  membership  dues  is  well  worth  the 
price.  Before  you  cancel  your  membership,  read  the  Twelve  Easy 
Steps  On  How  To  Kill  An  Association  found  toward  the  front  of  this 
publication.
